Italy stepped belatedly into Adolf 
Hitler's secretive and personally- 
conducted negotiations for a “new 
order" in Europe today with reports 
j th at Premier Mussolini will meet 
France’s Prem ier M arshal Philippe 
Petain. 
Another meeting between Hitler 
and Mussolini was believed likely, 
according to diplomatic sources In 
Bern, Switzerland—the same quar­ 
ters which disclosed Hitler's m ystery- 
shrouded meeting with Petain yes­ 
terday. 
Nazi authorities meanwhile re­ 
ported 62.000 Germ an school chil­ 
dren under 14 years of age have 
already been removed from Berlin 
“to escape recurrent losses of sleep” 
due to British R A F. bombing raids, 
and th a t another 30,000 will follow. 
In addition, 42,000 children have 
been removed from Hamburg. In 
north Germany, which RA..F, w ar­ 
planes have attacked almost nightly. 
The Berlin exodus represents about 
IO per cent of the city’s 650,000 school 
children. 
With Italian warplanes joining 
the assault on Britain for the first 
time, London underwent a series of

Today’s Talk 


By George Matthew Adams- 
- 
A STORY OF SWEAT AND PAIN 
S 
OME time ago the late Thomas Wolfe 
wrote a most interesting little Book en­ 
titled: 
“The Story of a Novel.” In it he 
reviewed the process through which he went 
to write a hook. One of the significant sent­ 
ences to me was this one—“It is a story of 
sweat and pain and despair and partial 
achievement/’ 
Even after making such a statement, the 
writer said that he really knew’ very little 
about the art of writing a book—that he was 
only on his way. 
He died comparatively 
young—too young, for he was already a re­ 
markable writer, whose very soul went into 
all that he wrote. I once had the privilege of 
talking with him, and as he talked—so earn­ 
est and intense was he, the sweat rolled from 
his forehead. He told me that his next hook 
—only recently published, since his death— 
would he written from his very soul, with 
every ounce of energy and force, as well as 
of feeling, that he had within him. 
Critics 
say that he succeeded. 
But going back to the phrase of Wolfe’s— 
A Story of Sweat and Pain. Is not that just 
what life is? Wolfe found happiness in ex­ 
pression—perhaps the only happiness that he 
ever knew. 
After all, however, very little 
satisfaction can come out of life, through 
ease and idleness or through waiting expect­ 
antly for something to turn up. There must 
he sweat. 
There must be pain. 
Character 
comes about through no other ways or 
means. 
Some of our work in this world has to be 
done through dire necessity, but most of it 
should be done for the pure joy of it—and 
that always means a lot of sweat in the 
process—and pain as well. 
No one ever 
achieved 
anything 
worth 
while 
without 
traveling over the road of disappointment, 
discouragement, and often periods of de­ 
spair.

‘ INK ON MY HANDS,” by Clayton Rand; (Carrick 
A Evans: $3). 
“YANKEE REPORTER,” by S. 
Burton Heath; (Funk; $3). 
INLYING a cheery indorsement from William Allen 
* 
White at or near its masthead, Clayton Rand’s 
"Ink en My Hands-’ comes as the third, and in some 
ways the best, book about a country newspaperman 
this fall. 
It is one of those books which remind a 
man of a Christmas stocking; stuffed with good 
things all easily reached. 
Mr. Rand spent hLs boyhood in poverty of two 
varieties. The first was Wisconsin poverty, the sec­ 
ond Mississippi. His father, who was a man of parts, 
was also a lumber worker and life was a migratory 
affair for the Rands. Lumber was cut indiscriminately 
in those days and when an area was logged it was 
broke as well. 
Our hero put himself through a number of schools, 
one or two of which he was very glad to leave. 
HLs 
Mississippi schooling was earned by selling peanuts, 
and he left for Harvard with a considerable stake. 
Harvard was managed through a campaign of kitchen­ 
ware selling which was as successful as the peanuts. 
But all that kept Rand from flunking all at one point 
was discovering a split infinitive in an inscription 
above one ol Harvard's gates — since corrected. 
Our author decided to be a lawyer, and returned to 
Mississippi. Then one day he went to a town called 
Neshoba and began Seiling land; he owned the 
weekly newspaper almost before lie knew what he 
was about, and he still owns it. 
Plus some others. 
The body of ‘ Ink on My Hands" is the story of a 
country editor’s growth as reflected in tile things 
lie was able to do for his town, for his state and 
eventually for the country as president of the Na­ 
tional Editorial Association in 1936. 
The other side of the picture can be had from S. 
Burton Heath’s “Yankee Reporter.” 
Heath is a 
Massachusetts native, brought up in Vermont. 
But 
ills l i f e is as a kind of political overseer for the New 
York World Telegram, and his book therefore deals 
with Hie over-publicized people who make the head­ 
lines because they live in the New York show-window. 
Mr. Heaths book is as different in style and content 
from Mr. Rand's as could be imagined and contains 
a good evaluation of metropolitan journalism as well 
as much fact about the great and those who think 
they are great.

Friday 3rd 
After a mast refreshing sleep took an early breakfast and went to 
the hospital. 
Was assigned by Mr. Williams to the 2nd Division 5th 
Corp. A number of wounded are coming in and I prepare to serve them 
some lemonade. They seemed grateful and expressed their gratitude by 
smiles and thanks. One remarked that it was the best he had ever drank. 
He was never before wounded and thirsty in a hospital, and what might 
under other circumstances have seemed very ordinary was now a luxury. 
I found in this hospital a young man named Mellinger from Greencastle, 
Pennsylvania. It is deemed advisable tliat I remain on the ground to be 
ready for any wounded that might come in during the night. I put up 
a small shelter tent, covered the ground beneath it with cedar boughs, 
put in my blankets and am soon as comfortable as I could wish for in 
camp. Chaplain Roe, spent a couple of hours with me. 
I went to bcd, 
had a refreshing sleep and rose up early to begin another day’s work. 
Saturday 4iii 
I move around again preparing delicacies for tile wounded. A kettle 
of farina is boiled, a large bucket of lemonade is served out and the work 
oi the day assumes the usual shape, when an order comes from Williams 
to strike the tent and put everything in the wagon. 
The supplies are 
exhausted, others fail to come, and the wagon .starts for the White House, 
on the York River to replenish the stock. 'Hie party Is broken up for the 
time. 
I go to the Second Corp wagon in company with the Rev. Dr. 
Fisk, who is to find his way to the 6th Corps hospital. A walk of three 
miles follows. 
I find the hospital crowded with wounded. 
A desperate 
battle occurred at this point of the line on day before yesterday. I pitch 
my shelter tent again, gather pine boughs for the floor, and though the 
rain comes pelting down steadily, I am cheerful and happy with a pine 
wood fire before my door. 
Williams comes up at nightfall in company 
with Cole and reports the supply wagons near at hand. He turns in and 
stays over night with me. 
We had a good sleep and row* to greet the 
Sabbath witli gladness. 
Sunday 5th 
It clears off in the forenoon and becomes warn. 
I jim suffering 
with diorahea and conclude to (uke but little exercise. Carry some lemon­ 
ade to the men who are load.xl in the trains .starting for tile White House. 
In the afternoon a religious .service is held among t he men. Dr. Burling- 
ham, of New York speaks. 
Night closes in quietly and the sound of 
musketry breaks upon the ear. Another battle lias commenced. Now the 
artillery opens and the roar of battle fills the evening air. 
Sensations 
of sadness fill the mind. 
The sound surpasses anything I liave yet 
heard. For three quarters of an hour the engines of war keep up their 
din incessantly. The 2nd Corps are engaged. 
What will the result be? 
The rebels are evidently making a desperate effort to break our lines, 
on the same spot, where the ill-fated Army of the Potomac, under 
McClellan first m et with defeat. After while a wounded officer arrived. 
The rebels had made six separate charges and wen* repulsed with heavy 
lass each time. 
Victory is one our side again. 
God be thanked for 
deliverance. I now go to bed and sleep witli confidence in Hie divine pro­ 
tection. 
Had a visit from Chaplain Stevens today. 
Met Rev. Alem 
Brittian a few days since on the march. 
Monday 6th 
Feel better this morning and loading up my effects upon my back: 
started for Williams’ tent again. Found the 5th Corps bivouacked in the 
rear of the 2nd Corps haspital. After a search found our Curwinsville and 
Clearfield boys. Saw and conversed with Cole, Irwin. Capt. Holden, Capt. 
Row, Lieuts. Irvin and Mitchell and Albert Cole and others. They were 
almost worn out with fatigue. Continued my search UU I reached the 
place of destination aud found the hospitals packed up and ready to 
stast. Waited some time in tin* woods and in the afternoon moved to a 
position nearer to the front and encamped again. 
Tuesday 7th 
Not many wounded in the haspital. 
Made a kettle of farina and 
served it to the men. In Hie afternoon visited the troops in the camp. 
Had some pleasant interviews with our Clearfield men. Saw a number of 
boys belonging to the old Penna, lith Reg., whom I knew in the early 
months of the war, 
Bud Bitner, Col. Benage. White and Anthony, of 
Lock Haven. In the evening walked to a neighboring farm bouse which I 
round occupied by free colored people. The same instinctive desire for 
our success, the same settled conviction that the war would work out tho 
disenthralm ent of their race, prevailed in the minds of these illiterate sons 
of Aina*, who were born and raised up on the soil, that thrills the heart 
of the most intelligent philanthropist in the country. They have suffered 
some by the plundering propensity of our Calvary, but are shrewd enough 
to know that every union .soldier is in law their friend. 
The soil hero 
is sandy and unproductive and the general face of the country level. 
Some kinds of vegetation indigenous to southern latitudes begins to 
appear. 
The magnolia is found in all the swamps and Is now in bloom. 
The fragrance of its flowers perfume the morning and evening air along 
the winter courses.
